In conformity with the avowed Interior. ar.<3 


desire of all executives, if I were king: of this 
country. I should Institute a rigid policy of econ- 
ray and retrenchment with a view, for publlca- 
ion and political purpose, of cutting down the un- 
popular burden of taxation, and one of the first ex- 
ravaganciea I should abolish is the system of so 
called school medical Inspection. 


This system has been, adopted In some commun- 


ties and will probably be adopted la other com- 
munities as time goes on. It affords a nice little 
unch of political jobs for the administrative staff 
and makes It obligatory on the part of local school 
wards to employ a certain number of physicians 
and nurses to carry out the purposes ot the medical 
nspection law. vlzible, the provision of more or less 
medical and nursing care or service for the school 
ihildren at the expense of the state. 


So far as the medical Inspection of school chil- 


dren may serve to detect and isolate cases of com- 
municable disease. It Is worth the price. Theoret- 
cally that was to be the chief benefit—the pro- 
ectfon of our children from unnecessary contact 
w-th other folks children, who might come to school 
with "company' or some communicable disease. 
Practically^ there has been no appreciable benefit of 
his kind derived from school medical inspection. 
The morbidity or sickness rat© among school chil- 
Iren in schools where no medical inspection has 
jeen established seems to be about the same as 
he rate in schools where this new fangled social- 
stic experiment Is in effect. So early In my reign

,s a rider or subsidiary clause in ihe decree I should 
ilace the onus of the certificate of health with 
he parents or guardians of every child coming to 
chool. where it righ*'ully belongs.

This is a principle of common 
aw—it is the parent's or guardian's duty under 
he law to furnish all reasonable necessary medical 
and nursing care a child may require.

It was prob- 
ably devised and arranged by some bright young 
ocial service worker. "When a child brings the ex- 
amination to his family doctor, Instead of having 
i free examination by the school medical inspector. 
t is really hard for the doctor to be serious about 
t. but nothing else will satisfy the school authori- 
ies except the- silly little make believe examina- 
ion. 
Now I may be all wrong about doctors— 


hey're a queer lot, like most classes ot people— 
but I have a notion that under my regime they'll 
make a more careful examination of the school 
children, for if they permit a child to come to school 
with some communicable disease. It will be a re- 
lection upon their diagnostic skill or their profes- 
sional honor, and most doctors are solicitous about 
hese things which have so much to do with .their 
success.
